LABORERS' SUCCESSFUL DEMANDS.
A RIOTOUS STRIKE BY THE THIRD AVANUE RAILROAD
BTABLEMEN—THE PAY ADVANCED TO $10 rem
WEEK—CONCRSSIONS IN VARIOUS TRADKS,

The men employed in the Thirl-ave. Railroad
stables at Sixt‘\"-ﬁft.ll-n‘t. and Third-ave. informed
the officers of the company some days ago that they
wanted an increase of wages from $1 25 aday to

10 a week. ‘Lhe company refused to advance
ir pay, and alont sixty or seventy of the stalile-
men went on strike Tnesday morning. It was the
regular day on which the nien recvive their pay, 50
thndv;_m.ml:]ml at the offico in the morning and got
their money, Other men were set at work, bnt
they were threatened with violence. These threats
were made known to the police, About 11:35 a. .,
Inspector Thorue visited the denot. At that tine
everything was quict, aud the strikers were m the
nelgf\hnring heer shops and liguor siloons, He
learned that they intended to molest the men ot
work when they loft the stableg at 4 p.o., amd ac-
cordingly gave orders to Caplain Gunner, of the
Twenty-cighth Precinet. to be ready for auny emer-
Ency at that hour., Several policemen were fta-

oned at the devot to preserve order. In the morn-
ing, except that t

he men werea littlo hoisterous
from drinking, there was no disturbance, Patrick
Dolan was arrested at 2 p. . for intoxication amd
was locked up for five davs, Jaumnes Humphreys
wis a for disorderly conduct, but was dis-

arged. .
ahﬁhﬂrﬂy before 4 p.m., when the hostlera hegin
to quit work, Captain Gunuer with a section of men
went ta the depot to protect them. A namber of

strikers were drunk then, and after the hostlers
ml left the building they were hissed and jeercd.
The strikers bocame so disorderly that Offieers Me-
Connell and Ryan went to arrest John Farrell and
Alphonse Tmming. They resisted. and a sharp
strugelo ensued, Farrell knocked down Officer Me-
Connell, and then struck him in the face, and
Kicked him severely about the legs and allomen,
McConnell's cheek was severely ent also, Other
officers ciume to McConnell's assistance, and Fi 01
was locked up. - He was wrraigned beforo Justies
Flammer, anllpp]m-cll under £500 bail to keep the
peace for six months. Imming was fined $10, and
laced under the same bail. After these arresis
were made everything was quiet again aronnd the

depot for a few honrs,

mﬁ p. m., a few more of the Tostlers who had
been at wnr[‘ during the day started for their homes,
Bergeant Hamilton, who was then in charge of the
goction of police, with sowe officers went along
with the men, At Sixty-second-st and Seeond-nve.,
about forty of the strikers had assembled, and were
very drunk and disorderly. Sergeant Hamilton
od one of the strikers, and ordered him to_go
rmuw. Encourasged by the shonts of his comrades,
the wan turned upon the Sergeant, and sttempted
to beat him., “It was then a question of who
ghould become master of the gitnation,” eaid Ser-
geant Hamilton yesterday. He pushed the man oft
of the sidewnlk, and then Bridget Humphreys, the
wife of the stiiker who had been arvested in the
afternoon, eame to rescne the man. She yelled and
gereametl in the strect, and shonted that the ser-
geant was cruelly fheating an inuocent man. She
rnshed np to the sergeant, aml with elenched fist
strnek himin the eye. Her seroams inforiated the
mob, and a general row took place, in which every-
body present took part. The strikers were rein-
forced by fresh men and over 100 were on 1he corner
at one time.

They were all inflamed with Tiguor,
and tried to stop the officers from arresting any of
their number, - A

As Sergoant Hamilton was taking one man to thao
station, a mob followed him, and between holding
an to the man, and resisting the maob, his attention
was fnlly acenpieil, At this time Mres, Humphreys

shed up behind him with a Iarge bale stick in her
ands, and two little children dragginz on to lier
gkirts She raised the stick, and was about tadeal the
sergeant a blow over the head when Peter Debaun, n
citizen who had watched her movements, wrenelied
the stick from her hands, Mrs phreys was
taken to the station, hut on acconnt of her delicate
Ticalth she was discharged. John Sherlock, the
president of _the strikers, and John_Jourdan bwere
arrested. and the former was put nnder $30 bomds
0 keep the peace fo.r six months, and the latter was
held in 8500 bail to appear for trial for assanlting
Leonard Fluke, Sergeant Hamilton was attended
by Police Surgeon Clements. The injury to his eye
was all that he reesived, X

The strikers appeared at the depot again yester-
day morning, when they were joined hy the feed-
men, who aunouneed that they intended to strike
also, Altogether the strikers inmbered fabout 100
suen, After a little consultation, the ofiicers of the
company informed the men that they wonld give
them the pay they asked. The sirikers then re-
turned to work, aud everything was quiet yester-

day. 2

At a meoting of the exeentive committee of the
gtriking carpenters and fromers yesterday, seversl
firms of the weat side were reported as having
agreed to pay the advanee demamled.  Those who
wore in the employ of &, Haag, G nbe, Darstadt,
Rehiefer and Scligab & Co., are still on strike,

Tho button-hole operators are snccessful in their
strike  Yesterday {lwn addditional fivms agrecd to
give the advanee demanded.  Only twenty-cizht of
the original strikers are still without employment,
The enstom shoemakers Feport that most of their
employers have consented to mve the advance
asked. ‘Tho strike of the eap-makers continue
the committee Teports that the u'p;m:illlull 0
employers is not so much aeainst the new price
as ngainst the rale of ten hours’ work per day,
